MRLBOUKNU STUD. 

f B. B. Weems, the well-known turf correspondent, 
recently made a visit to Col. W. S. Barnes’ stud at 
Lexington, Ky., and, among other things, had this 
to say: “I visited Col. W. 8, Barnes’ Melbourne 

Stud a day or two ago, in company with Manager 
Mills, and found the stock all in good health and 
condition. Colonel Barnes now has 115 mares. 
Melbourne Farm is not ample enough to accommo- 
date all his stock, and a portion of tbe mares and 
weanlings are ‘boarded’ on other farms in the 
vicinity of Lexington. I saw most of the wean- 
lings — there are fifty-seven of them, all told, thirty- 
five of them colts. They are a well grown lot, 
superior, I should say, to any previous crop 1 have 
seen at Melbourne, and that means they quite 
average up to the best youngsters in Kentucky. 
This promising outlook is especially gratifying, for 
Colonel Barnes met with a severe loss last summer 
when bis consignment of yearlings to the New York 
market, twenty-nine in number, was wrecked by 
the Long Island railroad in transit to Sbeepshead 
Bay, and all of them so badly injured that Colonel 
Barnes refused to accept them and entered suit for 
damages. Theylwere finally sold at an average of 
something over $.300, as against tbe average of 
$1,100 the Melbourne youngsters brought the pre- 
ceding year. 

“Colonel Barnes is a man of ideas and he breeds 
on theories, many of them peculiarly his own. Ho 
believes, for example, that mares do better when 
herded in small lots, which is one of bis reasons 
for separating his mares and keeping them on dif- 
ferent farms. Few men in the business are better 
posted on blooSlines. In consequence, his’ collect- 
ion of mares represents some very choice breeding. 
The stallions at Melbourne are Rainbow, Prince of 
Monaco, St. Jnlien, Jim Gore and Handspring. 
The latter was brought over to Melbourne from Mr. 
Keene’s farm last spring, as Mr. Dwyer, his owner, 
thought ho would have a better chance at Mel- 
bourne, Mr. Keene preferring to breed mostly to his 
own horses. Another reason was that Colonel 
Barnes is greatly impressed with the possibilities 
of Handspring as a sire, and was anxious to have 
the horse. Ho bred him last spring to the unusual 
number of fifty-three mares, including several of 
his own and one, of Mr. Dwyer’s, Madrid, Hand- 
spring is stouter and heavier than I have over seen 
him. He gets plenty of exercise, and thrives under 

it.” 

GOSSIP OF THK TURF. 

The report circulated extensively in the east that 
Phil J. Dwyer had accepted the presidency tof the 
Motropolita\i Jockey Club, and would manage the 
meetings at Jamaica next year, is generally doubted 
and positively denied by one authority. The rumor 
is grounded on the fact that Mr. Dwyer took the 
Empire City Club at Yonkers in hand. In that 
matter, however, ho was actuated by an effort to 
aid the widow of an old-time political friend whose 
dates already given by The Jockey Club possessed a 
financial value. 



William H. Reynolds, who is now president of the 
new racing organization, says Mr. Dwyer is not 
even a stockholder in the club, and that nothing 
had so far been done toward the' appointment of 
any one to direct the affairs of the club. 

Mr, Reynolds stated that tbe management of the 
Metropolitan Jockey Club would be placed in the 
hands of men capable of directing its affairs in a 
satisfactory manner at tbe proper time, 

“ Tony” Barrett has decided to follow in the foot' 
steps of his brothers— Thomas F., sheriff-elect, and 
John F„ who has Barrack and several other horses. 
“Tony” is now a full-fledged horse owner. After 
the first race Wednesday at New Orleans be bought 
Florestan from H. T. Griffin. The price which 
be paid for the gelding was not made public. Flor- 
estan will be handled by ex-jockey Nutt, who is 
training John Barrett’s string. 

“I don’t know whether any of the other boys had 
it in for me or not, but in nearly every race in 
which I rode I have a bunch handed me at some 
stags of it,” said jockey Landry recently. “In the 
handicap Wednesday, just after the birrier went 
up, Powell swung Antonins right across in front of 
Wealth, and I had to snatch her up sharpie or go 
down. She never had a chance after that. It 
would have taken a Hamburg to win with the deal 
Mr. Oxnard’s mare got. I don’t believe Powell 
meant to give me tbe worst of it, but he did jns't 
the same. That interference right at the start cost 
Wealth the place, I am sure.” 

Eastern parties, the identity of whom Major 8. J 
Carson of Dixiana Farm, Lexington, Ky., refuses 
to reveal, have secured a thirty-day option on the 
full sister of Eugenia Burch, tbe weanling bay filly 
by Ben Strome— The Humber, by Breadknife. For 
this reason, Carson has been compelled to refuse to 
name a price for his valuable filly to Foxhall P. 
Keene, who also is making overtures for her pur- 
chase. 

Charles Thorpe, an American jockey, sometimes 
called by his youthful rivals “Grandpa” Thorpe, 
who has ridden in France for the last two seasons 
with excellent results, was one of the passengers on 
the Kronprinz Wilhelm, which arrived at New 
York Wednesday thirty-six hours late. Eddie 
Jones, C. Gray and B. Rigby, who also have been 
riding in France and Hungary, returned on tbe 
same vessel. 

Jones, whose racing career began in California, 
where ha was at one time very popular, will return 
to France next season. Thorpe says he has retired 
from the saddle, and with his brother will continue 
to edidt and publish a weekly paper at his home, a 
small town in Nebraska. 

Thorpe was fourth on the list of winning jockeys 
on the French turf this year. He rude eighty win- 
ners, He could have renewed his contract with the 
French nobleman who had him under contract this 
year, but he has acquired a competency, and at 
middle age thinks he is entitled to a rest. During 
a whole month in 1902 he rode only two winners. 
But for this streak of bad luck he would have been 
very near the top of tbe heap. 

Jockeys are well treated in France, Thorpe says. 
If required to travel from one place to another, 
even though the journey wae but a few miles, they 
are paid $6 a day for expenses. 

Thorpe speaks very highly of the French horses. 
He says it is a common practice of turfmen to pur- 
chase a two-year-old for $10,000 and train him the 
following season for jumping races, in one of which 
the prize is $15,100. 

Bpeakiug of starting the jockey said that as a 
rule it was good, but he remembers that on one 
occasion it was so bad that the excitable French- 
men wanted to mob tbe starter. 

Concerning J. Reiff, Thorpe says that he heard 
that the youth had not bean careful as to the com- 
pany he kept, but that his riding was considered 
above reproach.
